HE 8th feétion of article I. con- 
taining the POWERS of CON. 
GRESS, ftill under debate. 

Hon. Mr. Puriures, [ Bofon}]—I rife 
to beftow a few confiderations on this 
fe&tion, as it appears to me abfolutely 
neceflary. If focial government did not 
exift, there would be an énd of individu- 
al government ; therefore our very being 
depends on focial government. On this 
article is founded the main pillar of the 
building—take away this pillar and 
where is your government ? Therefore, 
I eonceive, in this view of the cafe, this 
power is abfolately neceflary, There 
feems to be a fufpicion that this power 
will be abufed, but is not all delegation 
of power equally dangerous? If we have 
a caltle, thall we delay to put a com- 
saander into it, for fear he will turn his 
artillery againft us ? My concern is for 
the majority of the people, if there is no 
virtue there, what will the Congrefs do ? 
If they had the meeknefs of Mofes, the 
oe of Job, and the wifdom of So- 

omon, and the people were determined 
to be flaves, fir, could the Congrefs pre 
vent them ? If they fet Heaven at defi- 
ance, no arm of fiefh can fave them. 
Sir, I thall have nothing to do in this 
government——but we fee the fituation 
we are in, we are verging towards de- 
trvdtion, and every one muft be fenfible 
of it. Many people cry out—‘ take 
time<~fee Virginia—they are not in 
hafte’*—-Sir, there are merchants in Vir- 
ginia who wifli to defeat this Conftitu- 
tion. _ It will raife the Newengland 
ftates, fo they are afraid we thall become 
too powerful for them. We thall freight 
their tubacco, &c. I fuppofe the New- 
england ftates hath a treafure offered to 
them, better than the mines of Peru ; 
For they who become the carriers of a 
nation foon become their rivals in trade. 
Greatbritain and France come here with 
their veffels ; inftead of our carrying 
our produce to thofe countries in Amiec- 
rican veffels, navigated by our own citi- 
zens. When I confider the extenfive fea 
coaft there is to this ftate alone, fo wel 
calculated for commerce, viewing mate 
ters in this light, I would rather fink all 
the continent owes me, than that this 
power fhould be withheld from Con- 
grefe. Mention is made that Congrefa 


ought to be reftrifted of the power to 
keep an army except in time of war, 
J apprehend that great mifchiefs would 
enfue from fuch a reftri&tion. Let us 
take means to prevent war, by i 
to Congrefs the power of raifing an ar. 
my. If a declaration of war is made 
againft this country, and the enemy's 
army is coming againft us, before Con. 
fs could co the means to with. 
and this enemy, they would penetrate 
into the bowels of our country, and eve. 
ry thing dear to us, would be gone in a 
moment. The Hon. Gentleman from 
Toptham has made uf of the expreffion 
** O my country,” from an apprehenfion 
that the Conftitution thould be adopted ; 
I will cry out “* O my country,” if itis 
not adopted. I fee nothing but deftruc- 
tion and inevitable ruin, if it is not, 
The more I perufe and ftudy this article, 
the more convinced am I of the neceffity 
of fuch a power being vefted in Con. 
grefs—the more I hear faid againit it, 
the more am I confirmed in my fenti- 
ments of its expediency—for it is like 
the pure metal, the more you rub it, the 
brighter it thines. It is with concern I 
hear the Hon. Gentleman from Top. 
fham make ufe of language agaist the 
gentlemen of the law. Sir, I look on 
this order of men to be effential to the li- 
betties and rights of the people ; and 
whoever {peaks againft them as {peaking 
againft an ordinance of Heaven. Mr. 
Prefident, I hope every gentleman will 
offer his fentiments candidly on this 
momentous affair—that he will examine 
for himfelf—and confider that he has 
not only the good of this Commonwealth 
under his confideration, but the welfare 
of the united fates. 

Dr. WILLARD entered largely into 
the ficld of ancient hiftory—and deduc- 
ed therefrom arguments to prove that 
where power had been trufted to men, 
whether in great or fmall bodies, they 
had always abofed it—and that thus 1e- 
publicks foon degenerated to ariftocra- 
cies. He inftanced Sparta, Athens and 
Rome. The Amphiftionick league, he 
faid, refembled the Confederation of the 
United States—while thus united, they 
defeated Xerxes, but were fubdued by the 
gold of Philip, who bought the Council 
to betray the intereft of their country.

Hon. Mr. Gornam, (in reply to the 
gentleman from Uxbridge) expofed the 
abfurdity of conclufions and hypothefis 
drawn from ancient governments, which 
bore no relation to the confederacy pro- 
pofed ; for thofe governments had no i- 
dea of reprefentation as we have. He 
however warned us againé the evils 
which had ruined thofe ftates, which he 
thought was the want of an efficient fed- 
eral government. As much as the A- 
theniars rejoiced in the extirpation of a 
Lacedemonian, will, if we are difunited, 
a citizen of Maffachufetts, at the death 
of a Conne&icut man, or a Yorker. 
With refpe& to the propofed govern- 
ment degenerating into an ariftocracy, 
the Hon. Gentleman obferved, that the 
nature and fituation of our country ren- 
dered fuch a circumftance impoifible : 
As from the great preponderance of the 
agricultural intereft in the United States, 
that intereft would always have it in its 

wer the electing of fuch men, as would, 
fe obferved, effeftually prevent the in- 
trodu&tion of any other than a perfeQly 
democratical form of government. 

Hon. Mr. Cazor, went fully into a 
continuation of the arguments of the 
Hon. Gentleman laft up. In a clear 
and elegant manner he analyfed the an- 
cient governments, mentioned by Dr, 
WILLARD, and by comparing them 
with the propofed fyftem, fully demon- 
ftrated the fuperiority of the latter—and 
in a particular manner the fection under 
debate. 

Mr. RanDaAt faid, the quoting of 
ancient hiftory was ne more to the pur- 
pofe, than to tell how our forefathers 
dug clams at Plymouth. He feared a 
confolidation of the thirteen ftates. Our 
manners, he faid, were widely different 
from the fouthern ftates—their eleétions 
were not fo free and unbiafged—therefore, 
if the Rates were confolidated, he thought 
it would introduce manners among us, 
which would fet us at continual vari- 
ance. 

Mr. Bowpotn, pointed out other 
inftances of diffimilarity between the 
fyftems of the,ancient republicks, and 
the propofed Confitution, than thofe 
mentioned by the hon. gentlemen from 
Charleftown and Beverly—in the want 
of the important checks in the former, 
which were to be found in the latter— 
to the want of which, in the firft, was 
owing, he faid, the ufurpation that took 
place. He initanced the decemviri, who 
though chofen fora thort period, yet, 
anchecked, foon fubverted the liberty of 
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the Romans ; and concluded, with a de- 
cided opinion in favour of the Conftitu- 
tion uader debate.

[ The Viceprefident having informed the 
Convention m the forenoon, that he bad 
received a long letter fromthe Hon. Mr. 
Gerry, the fame was read, as foon as the 
Convention —— to bufine/s in the af- 
ternoon. When the Viceprefident bad read 
the letter, Mr. Gore rofe, and objefed to 
the reading a flate of fa&s refpecting the 
confirudion of the Senate in the Federal 
Convention, which accompanied the letrer ; 
mot, be faid, ** from a wifb to preclude 
information from bis own mind, or from 
the minds of the Convention—but from bis 
duty to bis conflituents—and the defire be 
had to guard againft infringements on the 
orders of the Convention.” Mr, Gore 
«was interrupted as being out of order, but 
avas proceeding on bis objefion, when the 
Hon, Judge Dana begged Mr. Gore's 
leave to fay a few words, which he did; 
after which be retired from the Conven- 
tion until the confideration of the letter 
foould be gone through with ; a defultory 
converfation then enjued .} 

When the abeve converfation fubfid- 
ed, the feétion vader debate in the fore- 
noon was read. 

Mr. Symmes. Mr. Prefident, in fuch 
an affembly as this, and ona fubjec, 
that puzzles the oldeft politicians, a 
young man, Sir, will fearcely dare to 
think for himfelf ; but if he venture to 
Speak, the effort muf certainly be great- 
er.—This Convention is the firft repre- 
fentative body in which I have been 
honoured with a feat, and men wil] not 
wonder that a f{cene at once fo new, and 

fo auguft, thould confufe, oppreis, and 
almoft difqualify me to proceed. 

Sir, I with to befpeak the candour of 
the Convention—that candour which I 
know, I need but afk to have it extend- 
ed to me, while I. make a few indigefted 
obfervations on the paragraph now in 
debate. I have hitherto attended with 
diligence but no _ anxiety, to the 
reafoning of the ableft partizans on both 
fides of the queftion. Indeed I could 
have wifhed for a more effectual, and (if 
I may term it fo) a more feeling repre- 

fentation in the lower houfe, and for 2 
reprefentation of the people in the fenate. 
I have been and ftill am defirous of a ro- 
tation in office, to prevent the final per- 
petuation of power in the fame men,—= 
And I have not been able clearly to fee 
why the glace and manner of holding c- 
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leSions fhould bein thedifpofal of Con- 
grefs. 

But, Sit, in my humble opinion, 
thefe things are comparatively the lefler 
things of the law.—They doubtlefs 
have their inflg@ice in the grand effeét, 
and fo are effenMal: to the tyftem—But, 
Sir, I view the fe€tion to which we have 
at leneth-arrived, as the cement of the 
fabrick, and this claufe as the keyftone 
or (if Imay apply the metaphor) the 
magick tailifman on which the fate of it 
depends. 

Allow me, Sir, to recal to your re- 
membrance that yeferday, when States 
were in doubt about granting to Con- 
grefs a five per cent. impott, and the 
fimple power of regulating trade—the 
time, when fo delicate was the patriotick 
mind, that power was to be transferred 
with relu€tant, with a fparing hand-— 
and the mot obvious utility could fearces 
ly extort it from the people, Jt appears 
to me of fume importance, to confider 
this matter, and to demand complete fa- 
tisfaGiion upon the queition, why an 
unlimitted pewer in the affair of taxation 
is fo foon required ? Is our fituation fo 
vaftly different, that the powers fo late- 
ly fufficient, are now but the duft of the 
balance? I obferve, Sir, that many men, 
who within a few years paft, were ftren.. 
uous oppofers cf an augmentation of the 
power of Congrefs, are now the warmeft 
advecates of power, fo large as fut to 
admit of a comparifon with thofe which 
they oppofed. Cannot fome of them 
ftate thew reafons then, and their reafons 
now, that we may judge of their confiit- 
ency—or thal] we be Icft to fuppofe that 
the opinions of politiciays, like thofe of 
the multitude, vibrate from one extreme 
to tne other, and that we have no men 
among us to whom we can intruft the 
philotophick taik of pointing out the 
golden mean ? 

At prefent, Congrefs have no power 
to Jay taxes, &. ner even to compela 
compliance with their requifitions. May 
we not fuppofe, that the members of the 
great Convention, had feverely felt the 
impotency of Congrefs, while they were 
in it, and therctove were rathértoo keen- 
hy fet for an effectucl increafe of power ? 
Vhat the dithculties they had encoun 





tered, in obtaiming decent requifitions, 
had wiowght in thema Cegree of im- 
patience, which prompted them to de- 
mand the purfe fttrings of the nation, as 
if we were infolvent, and the propeied 
Congre!s were to compound with our 


crediters ?—Whenee, Sir, can this 


great, I had almoft faid, this bold de> 
mand, have originated ? Will it be faid 
that itis but a confiftent and neceffar 

part of the general fyftem? I thall not 
deny thefe gentlemen the praife of in. 
venting a fyltem completely confiftent 
with itfelf, and pretty free froni con- 


_‘tradiétion—but I would afk, I thall ex. 


peét to be anfwered, how a {yftem can be 
neceflary for us, of which this is a cons 
fittent and neceffary part ?

Congrefs, &c. 

Here, Sir, (however kindly Céngrefs 
may be pleafed to deal withus) is a very 
good and vallid conveyance of all the 
property in the United States—to cer- 
tain ufes indeed, but thofe ufes capable 
of any con%ruétion, the truftee may 
think proper to make. This body is 
not amenable to any tribunal, and there- 
fore, this Congrefs can do no wrong.— 
It will not be denied that they may tax 
us to any extent, but fome gentlemen 
are fond of arguing that this body 
never will do any thirg but what is 
for the common good. Let us confider 
that matter. 

Faétion, Sir, 
tranfa&tions in publick bodies, and when 
gentlemen know this fo well, I am ra-

ther furprized to hear them fo fanguine * 


in this refpe&t. The prevalent faction 
is the body—thefe gentlemen, therefore, 
myft mean that the prevalent fa&tion 
willalways be right, and that the true 
patriots will always out number the 
men of lefs and felfith principles. From 


this it would follow, that no publick * 


meafure was ever wrong, becaufe it mutt 


have been pafled by the majority, and’ 


fo, I grant no power ever was, or will be 
abufed.—TIn thort, we know that all go- 
vernments have degenerated, and con- 
fequently have abufed the powers repof- 
ed in them, and why we fhould imagine 
better of the propofed Congrefs than 
of myriads of publick bodies who have 
gone before them, I cannot at prefent 
conceive. 

Sir, we ought (1 fpeak.it with fub- 
miffion) to confider that What we now 
grant from certain motives well ground- 
ed at prefent, will be exacted of polte- 
rity as a prerogative when we are not 
alive, to tettify the tacit conditions of 
the grant—that the wifdem of this age 
will then be pleaded by thofe in power 
—and that the ceffion we are now about 
to make will be aétually clothed with 
the venerable habit of anceftral fanétion. 

Therefore, Sir, I humbly prefume we’ 
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‘ ought not to take advantage of our fitua~ 


tion in point of time, fo as to bind pof- 
terity to be obedient tolaws, they may 
very pollibly difapprove, norexpofe them 
toa rebellion which at that period will 
very probably end only in their farther 
{ubjugation. ; sig 
The paragraph in queftion is an ab- 
folute decree of the people. The Con- 
refs fball have power—it does not fay 
that they fhall exercife it—but our ne- 
ceffities fay they muff, and the experience 
of ages fays, that they qwi/, and finally, 
when the expences of the nation, by their 
ambition are grown enormous, that they 
will opprefs and fubje&t.—For, Sir, they 
may lay taxes, duties, impofts and ex- 
crfes !=—One would fuppofe that the Con- 
vention, Sir, were not at all afraid to 
multiply words when any thing was to 
be got by it. By another claufe, all im- 
pofts and duties, on exports and imports, 
wherever laid, go into the federal cheft 
—fo that Congrefs may not only lay im- 
polts and excifes, but all impofts and 
duties that are laid on imports and ex- 
ports, by any ftate, fhall be a part of the 
national revenue—and befides, Congrefs 
may lay an impoft on the produce and 
nranvfa&ures of the country, which are 
confumed at home.—And ail thefe thall 
be equal through the States. —Here, Sir, 
Traife two obje&tions—1ft. that Con- 
grefs fhould have this power. It is an 
univerfal, unbounded permiffion—and 
as fuch, I think, no free people ought 
ever to confent to it, efpecially in fo im- 
portant a matter as that of property. I 
will not defcend, Sir, to an abufe of this 
future Congrefs, until it exifts, nor 
then, until it mifbehaves, nor then, un- 
lefs [ dare. But I think that fome cer- 
tain revenue amply adequate to all ne- 
ceflary pvrpofes, upon a peace eftablifh- 
ment, but certain and definite, would 
have been better, and the colleétion of it 
might have beea guaranteed by every 
State to every other. We fhould then 
have known to what we were about to 
fubicribe, and fhould have cheerfully 
granted it.—But now, we may indeed 
grant, but who can cheerfully grant he 
knows not what ? 

Again, Sir, I obje& to the equality of 
thefe duties through the States. It 
matters not with me, in the preient ar- 
gument, which of them will fuffer by this 
proportion.—Some probably wil, as the 
confumption of dutied articles will not, 
if we may judge from experience, be 
uniform in all, 

But fay fome, with whom I have con- 
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verfed, it was for this reafon that taxes 
were provided, that by their affittance 
the defect of duties in fome States ought 
to be fupplied. Now thes, let us fup- 
pofe that the duties are fo laid, that if 
every State paid in proportion, to that 
which paid moft, the duties alone would 
fupply a frugal treaiury. Some States 
will pay but half their proportion and 
fome will fearcely pay any thing. But 
thofe in general who pay the Jeaft duty, 
viz. the inland States, are leait of all 
able to pay a land tax, and therefore, L 
do not fee but this tax would operate 
mof againft thofe who are leait abie to 
pay it. 

I humbly fubmit it, Sir, whether, if 
each State had its proportion of fome 
certain grofs fum affigned according to 
its numbers, and a power was given to 
Congrefs to colleét the fame, in cafe of 
default in the State, this would not have 
been a fafer Conftitution.—For, Sir, I 
alfo difapprove of the power to collect, 
which is here vefted in Corgrefs—it isa 
power, Sir, to burden us with a itanding 
army of ravenous collectors—harpies 
perhaps from another State, but who, 
however, were never known to have 
bowels for any purpofe, but to fatten 
on the lifeblood of the people. In one 
age or two this will he the cafe, and 
when the Congrefs fhall become tyran- 
nical, thefe vultures, their fervants, will 
be the tyrants of the village, by whofe 
prefence, all freedom of fpeech and ac- 
tion will be taken away. 

Sir, I thall be told that thefe are ima- 
ginary evils—but I hold to this maxim, 
that power was never given (of this kind 
efpecially) butit was exerciied, nor ever 
exercifed but it was finally abufed. We 
mutt not be amufed with handiome pro- 
babilities,but we muft be affured that we 
are inno danger, and that this Congrefs 
could not dtitrefs us, if they were ever 
fo much difpofed. 

To pay the debts, &c. 

Theie words, Sir, I confefs are an 
ornament tothe page: And very muge 
cal words—But they are too general to 
be underftood as any kind of limitations 
of the power of Congrefs, and not very 
eafy to be underftuod at all, When 
Congrefs have the purfe, they are not 
confined to rigid economy, and the word 
debts here is not confined to debts alrea- 
dy contracted, or indeed, if it were, the 
term * gencral welfare” migit be appti- 
ed to any expenditure whatever, Or 1f 
it could not, who fhall dare to gainfay 
the proceedings of this body at a future 
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day, when according to thecourfe of na- 
tufe it fhall be too firmly fixed in the 
{addle,to be overthrown by any thing but 
a general infutreftion ; an event notto 
be expefted confidering the extent of 
this continent, and if it were tp be ex- 
pected, a fufficient reafonin itlelf for re- 
je&ting this or any Conftitution that 
would tend to produce it. 

This claufe, Sir, is the very finews of 
the Conftitution. And I hope the uni- 
verfality of it may be fingular; but it 
may be eafily feen that in tends to pro- 
duce in time, as univerfal powers in e- 
very other refpe&. As the poverty of 
individuals prevents luxury, fo the po- 
verty of publick bodies, whether fole or 
aggregate, prevents tyranny. A nation 
cannot, perhaps, do a more politick 
thing than to {upply the purfe of 
vereign with that parfimony, which re- 
fults from a fenfe of the labour it costs, 
and fo to compel him to comply with 
the genius of his people, and conform to 
their fituation, whether ke will or not. 
How different will be our conduét, if we 
give the entire difpofal of our property to 
a body, 2s yetalmoli unknown in theory, 
in practice quite, heterogeneous in its 
compofition, and whofe maxims are yet 
entirely unknown. 

Sir, [with thegentlemen, who fo ably 
advocate this in‘trument, would enlarge 
upon this formidable claufe, and I molt 
fincerely with that the effect of their rea- 
foning, may be my conviction, For, 
Sir, I will not difhonour my conftitu- 
ents, by fuppofing that they expect-me 
to refit that which is irreliftible—the 
force of reafon, No, Sir, my conttitu- 
ents ardently with for a firm, efficient, 
continental government, but fear the 
operation of this which is now propof- 
ed. Let them be convinced that their 
fears are groundlefs, and I venture to 
sleclare, in their name, that no town in 
the Commonwealth, will fooner ap- 
prove the form, or be better fubjects un- 
der it. 

Mr. Jones, [Bofon} enlarged on the 
warious checks which the Conftitution 
provides ; and which he faid formed a 
fecurity for liberty, and prevented pow- 
er from being abufed :—The frequency 
of ele&tions of the democratick branch 
—-Reprefentation apportioned to num- 
thers—The publication of the Journals 
of Congrefs, &e. Gentlemen, he faid,

to thofe of Rome—but, he obferved, the 
comparifon vas very erroneous—the 
Komans were divided inte two clailes—

the nobility_and plebians—the nobility 
kept all kinds of knowledge tetheir owa 
clafs; and the plebiane were in gene. 
ral very ignorant—and when . 


ed, in time of peace, were ever 

for revolt, and to follow the di&tates of 
any defigning patrician: But, continu. 
ed the worthy gentleman, the people of 
the United States, are an enlightened, 
well informed people—and are there. 
fore not eafily impofed.on by defigning 
men. Our right of reprefentation, 
concludes Mr. J. is much more juft and 
equitable than the boafted one of Great. 
britain ; whofe reprefentatives are cho. 
fen by corporations, or boroughs, and 
thofe Seems in general, are the 
perty, or at the difpofal of the nobiles, 
and rich gentry of the kingdom, 
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Mr. Prerce rofe, he faid, to make a 
few obfervations on the powers of Con. 
grefs,in this fection. Gentlemen,he faid, 
m different parts of the houfe, had a- 
greed that Congrefs will not lay direct 
taxes except in cafes of war—for that 
to defray the exigencies of peace, the 
impot and excife would be fufficient— 
and as that mode of taxation would be 
the moft expedient and productive-—it 
would undoubtedly -be adopted.—But, 
he obferved, duties by impoft had fre- 
quently been objeéted to, becaufe they 
deprefied trade, notwithftanding it was 
allowed, that the confumer pays the tax, 
—If.this power of levying dire& taxes, 
he faid, is lodged in the general govern- 
ment, and a majority of the States fhould 
not be willing to levy an impoft; he 
afked, whether we thould not fuffer our- 
felves to be loaded with a direét tax to 
pay the foreign debt: And, fays he, 
when we confider, that the fouthern 
States are interefted in commerce ; and 
the fmaller States are equally reprefeat- 
ed in the federal court, with largerones— 
and have an equal vote (Rhodeifland, 
~~ he, for inftance) they will not fure- 
y agree to lations for the impult; 
but oil ae to direé&t taxes, as lefs 
burthenfome on themielves. Mr. P. 
objected to the term for which the Sen- 
ate were to be chofen, for, faid he, con- 
fidering they are to operate as a check 
on the democratieal branch of the fede- 
ral legiflature, they ought not to be cho- 
fen for a longer period than the reprefen- 
tatives. In refpeét to the confolidation 
of the Union, continued Mr. P. feveral 
gentlemen (he mentioned the Hon. Mr. 
Sedgavick, and Mr, Ames) Wave men- 
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fioned, that it wae to be a confolidation 
ef the ftrength and power of the confe- 
deracy, not of the States—and that if 
it went to the Jatter, they would be the 
lat to vote for it.—But, he faid, he 
could not conceive, if the individual 
States are to retain their fovereignty, 
how a fovereign power could exift within 
afovereign power—and that he withed 
the doubts on his mind might be folved. 
Col. VARNUM, in anfwer to an in- 
quiry, why a bill of rights was not an- 
nexed go this Conftitution, faid, that by 
the Conftitution of Maffachufetts, the 
legiflature have a right to make al/ laws 
not repugnant to the Conftitution—Now 
fays he, if there is fucha claufe in the 
Conftitution under confideration, then 
there would be a neceffity for a bill of 
rights. In the feétion under debate, 
Congrefs have an exprefled power to 
levy taxes, &c, and to pafs laws to carry 
their requifitions into execution—-This, 
he faid, was exprefs, and required no 
bill of rights. After tating the differ- 
ence between delegated power—~and the 
grant of all power, except in certain 
cafes, the Colonel proceeded to contro- 
vert the idea, that this Contitution went 
to aconfolidation of the Union—he faid 
it was only a confolidation of ftrength— 
and that it was apparent, Congrefs had 
no right to alter the internal regulations 
of a State. The defign in amending 
the Confederation, he faid, was to re- 
medy its defe&ts. It was the intereft of 
the whole to confederate againft a fore- 
ign enemy—and each was bound to ex- 
ert its utmoft ability to oppofe that ene- 
my ; but it had beendoneat our expence 
in a great meafure—and there was no 
way to sgt for a remedy; becaufe 
Congreis had not the power to call 
forth the refources of every State—nor 
to coerce delinquent States. But, un- 
der the propofed government thofe States 
which will not comply with equal requi- 
fitions, will be coerced-—and this, he 
faid, is glorious provifion, In the late 
war, faid the Eolonel, the States of 
Newhampfhire and Maffachufetts, for 
two or three years, had in the field half 
the continental army, under Gen. Wath- 
ington. Who paid thefe troops? The 
States which raifed them, were called 
on to pay them. How, unlefs Con- 
grefs have a power to levy taxes, can 
they make the States pay their propor- 
tion ? In order that this, and fome o- 
ther States, may not again be obliged 
to pay eight or ten times their propor- 
tion of the publick exigencies, he faid, 
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this power is highly neceffary to be de- 
legated to the federal head. He fthewed 
the neceffity of Congrefs being enabled 
to prepare againft the attacks of a fore- 
ign enemy : And he called upon the 
gentleman from Andover, (Mr. 
Symmes) or any other gentleman, to 
produce an inftance, where any govern- 
ment, confifting of three branches, e- 
le&ted by the people, and having checks 
on each other, as this has, abufed the 
power delegated to them. 

Mr. Cuoare, faid, that this claufe 
gave power to Congrefs to levy duties, 
excifes, impofts, &c. Confidering the 
truft delegated to Congrefs, that they 
are to ‘* provide for the common defence, 
promote the general welfare,” &c.—If 
this is to be the object of their delega- 
tion, the next queftion, is, whether they 
thall not be velted with powers to pro- 
fecute it? And this can be no other, 
than an unlimitted power of taxation, if 
that defence requires it. Mr. C, con- 
tended that it was the power of the peo- 
ple concentred to a point--that as all 
power is lodged in them, that this pow- 
er ~~ to be fupreme.—-He thewed the 
neceffity of its being fo, not only for 
our common defence, but for our ad- 
vantage in fettling commercial treaties. 
— Do we with to make atreaty with any 
power of Europe, we are told we have 
no ftability, as a nation.—As Congrefs 
muft provide for the common defence, 
fhall they, afked Mr. C. be confined, to 
the impoft and excife ?~—They alone are 
the judges whether five or one per cent. 
is neceflary or convenient. It has been 
the practice of all nations to anticipate 
their refources by loans—This will be 
the cafe of the United States, in war— 
and, he afked, if eur refources are com- 
petent and weil eftablithed, and that no 
doubt remained of them, whether in that 
cafe the individuals who have property, 
will not cheerfully offer it for the gene- 
ral defence.—After adverting to the i- 
dea of fome, of its being a confolidation 
of the union, Mr. Choate concluded, 
by a brief difplay of the feveral checks 
contained, and fecurities for the people 
to be found in this fyftem. 

Gen. Tuompson. Sir, the quef> 
tion is, whether Congrefs fhall have 
power. Some fay, that if this fection 
was left out, the whole would fall to the 
ground—I think fo too—as it is all of 
apiece. Weare now fixing a national 
confolidation. This feétion I look upon 
it, is big with mifchiefs. Congrefs will] 
have power to keep Ganding armies, 
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The great Mr. Pitt fays, ftanding ar- 
gies are dangerous—keep your militia 
in order—-we do not want ftanding ar- 
mies. A gentleman faid, we are a rich 
ftate—I fay fo too: Then why thall we 
not wait five or fix months, and fee what 
our fifter States do? We are able to 
ftand our own ground againtt a foreign 
power—they cannot ftarve us out—they 
canaot bring their fhips on the land— 
we are a nation of healthy ftrong men— 
our land is fertile, and we are encreafing 
in number. It is faid we owe money ; no 
matter if we do; our fafety lies in not 
paying it—Pay only the intereft. Do 
not let us go too fait. Shali not Maf- 
fachufetts be a mediator. It is my wilh 
fhe may be one of the four diffenting 
States; then we fhall be on our old 
ground, and fhall not a& unconftitu- 
tionally. Some people cry, it will bea 
great charge ; but it will bea greater 
charge, and be more dangerous, to 
make a newone. Letus amend the 
old confederation. Why not give 
Congrefs power only to regulate trade? 
Some fay, that thofe we owe will fall 
upon us; but it is no fuch thing: The 
balance of power in the old countries 
will not permit it—the other nations 
will protect us. Befides, we are a brave 
and a happy people. Let us be cau- 
tious how we divide the States—by u- 
niting we ftand, by dividing we fail— 
we are in our childhood yet ; do not let 
us grow too faft left we grow out of 
fhape. If Lhave proven that we are a 
refpeétable people, in pofieffion of liber- 
ty, property and virtue,and none ina 
better fituation to defend themfelves, 
why all this racket ? Gentlemen fay we 
are undone, if wecannot ftop up the 








Thames: But, Mr. Prefident, nations 
will mind their own intereft, and not 
our’s. Greatbritain has found out the 
fecret to pick the fubjeéts’ kets, 
without their knowing of it--that’s the 
very thing Congrefsis after. Gentle. 
men fay this feétion is as clear as the 
fun, and that all power is retained 
which is not given. But where is the 
bill of rights which fhall check the 
poweg of this Congrefs, which thall fay, 
thus far fball ye come and no farther.— 
The fafety of the people depends on a 
bill of rights—If we build on a fandy 
foundation is it likely we thall ftand ? 
IT apply to the fcclings of the Conven- 
tion. There Sve fome parts of this 
Conttitution which I cannot digeft ; and, 
Sir, thall we {wallow a Jarge bone for 
the fake of a little meat? Some fay, 
{wallow the whole now, and pick out 
the bone afterwards. But I fay, let us 
pick off the meat, and throw the bone a- 
way. 

This fe&ion, Sir, takes the purfe 
firings from the people. England has 
been quoted for their fidelity—but did 
their conftitution ever give fuch a pow- 
er as is contained in this Conftitution ? 
Did they ever allow Parliament to vote 
an army but for one year? But here 
we are giving Congrefs power to vote 
an army for two years—to tax us with- 
out limitation—no one to gainfay them’ 
and no inquiry yearly as in Britain.— 
Therefore, if this Conftitution is . got 
down, we fhall alter the fyftem entirely, 
and have no checks upon Congres. 

The Rev. Mr. Nites withed the 
hon. gentleman would point out the li- 
mits to be prefcribed to the powers giv- 
en by this feétion. (To be continued.)

Jency the Prefident, this Convention do 
adjourn to a future day, ‘This motion 
occahoned much debate—it'was warm- 
ly advocated by the gentlemen who were 
againt the adoption of the Conftitution, 


and irongly oppofed by the friends of 
the propofed fyftem. The queition on 
the miotion was taken in the evening, 
when his Excellency the Prefident, faid, 
he had the great pleafure to declare, 
that the motion for adjournment had not 
obtained—the whole number of voters, 
being 329.

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The open, manly and honourable conduct 


of the gentlemen who compofed the miaori- 
ty, in the great queftion yefterday taken in 
the Hon. Convention, was very different 
from the turbulent oppofers of the Conftitu- 
sion in Pennfy!vania. 

On the vote of ratification being declared, 

Hon. Mr. Waits, rofe and faid, that 
sotwithtanding he had oppofed the adoptioa 
of the Conftitution, upon the idea that it 
would endanger the liberties of his country, 
yet a3 @ majority had feen Gs to adopt it, be 


fhould ufe his utmp& exertions to induce hig 
conftituents to live im peace under, and 
cheerfully fubmit to it. 

He was followed by Mr. Wz very, whe 
faid, that he thould return to his confity. 
ents, and inform them, that he hed. 
the adoption of this Conftitution-—but that 
he had been overruled, and that it had bees 
carried by a majority of wifeand onderftand. 
ing men :—that he fhould endeavour to fow 
the feeds of union and peace among the ped. 

le he reprefented—and that he » and 
Cctieved, that no perfon would with for, of 
fugge the meafure of a PROTEST ; for, 
faid he, we muft confider that this body is as 
fulla reprefentation of the people, as can be 
conceived After expreffing his thanks for 
the civility which the inhabitants of this 
town have thewn to the Convention, and de- 
claring, as his opinion, that they had not in 
the Jeait influenced the decifion ; he concluded 
by faying, that he thould fupport es much as 
in him lay, the Conftitution, and that he be- 
lieved, as this State had adopted it, that not 
only 9, bat the whole 13 would come into 
the meafure. 

Gen. Wurtwey faid, that though he had 
been oppofed to the Conftitution, he thould 
fupport it as much as if he had voted for it. 

Mr. Coorr rv, ( Amberft ) faid, that heen- 
deavoured to govern himielf by the princi- 
ples of reafon—that he was direéted to vote 
againft the adoption of the Conftitution, and 
that in fo doing, he had not only complied 
with his dire@tions ; buc had acted according 
tothe di@ates of his own confcience ; but 
that as it had been agreed to by a majority, 
he thould endeavour to convince his coniti 
tuents of the propriety of its adoption. 

Dr. Tayror, alfo faid, he had uniform. 
ly oppofed the Coftitution, that he found 
himielf fairly beat,—aad exprefied his de- 
termination to go home, and endeavour to 
infufe a fpirit of harmony and love, among 
the people. 

Other gentlemen expreffed their inclines 
tion to fpeak, but it growing late, the Con- 
vention adjourned to Thurfday morning, tea 
o'clock. 

The Convention met on Thurfday, when 
Major Nason, in a thort addrefs, intimated 
his determination of fupporting the Confti- 
tution, and exerting himfelf to influence his 
Conftituents to do the fame. 

Mr. Ranpvat faid, be had been uniform- 
ly oppofed to the Conftitution—he had, he 
faid, fought like a good foldier, but as he 
was ‘beat, he thould fet dewn contented, 
hoping the minority may be difappointed in 
their fears, and that the majority may reap 
the full fruition of the bleffings they antici- 
pate. In the hope that the amendments re» 
commended by his Excetieney the Prefident 
will take place, I thall, fays he, go home and 
endeavour to fatisfy thofe that have honoured 

me by their choice, that we may all live im 





peace. , 
Major Sawtx declared, that the Confi- 
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tution had had « fair trial, end that there had 
not, to his knowledge, been any undue influ- 
ence exercifed to obtain the vote in its fa- 
vour—that many dovbts which ley io. his 
mind bad been removéd—and that although 
he was in the minority, he thould fupport the 
conftitution as cheerfully and as heartily as 
though he had voted on the other fide of the 
ueftion. 

Let this be told to the honour of Maffa- 
chufetts—to the ion of her citizens— 
as men willing to acquiefce in that grand re- 
pablican principle of fubmitting to the deci- 
fion of a majority. 

After the gentlemen above mentioned had 
exprefied their fentiments—on motion of the 
Hon. Mr. Casor, the following votes were 
pafied— 

VOTED, unanimoufly, That the thanks 
of this Cenvention be given to his Excellency 
the Prefideat, for his generous and patriotick 
efforts, during @ painful ilinefs, to unite the 
members of this body in fuch a decifion up- 
on the fubjeét of theirdeliberation, as in his 
opinion was effential to the fafety and hap- 
pinefs of the people of the United States ; 
and alfo, for the patient attention, and per- 
fe& impartiality, with which his Excellency 
has prefided, while his health permitted him 
to regulate their debates. 

VOTED, unanimoufly, Thet his Honour 
the Viceprefident be requefted to accept the 
united thanks of this Convention, for the u- 
niform candour and impartiality exhibited 
by his Honour, while prefiding in the abfence 
of the Prefident. 

Votes of thanks to the Rev. Chaplains, 
and the proprietors of the Meeting Houfe in 
Federal Street, were aifo paffed. 

After which it was voted to move from the 
place whercin the Convention were then fit- 
ting, to the State houfe, in order to declare 
the ratification in form. 

» Mr. Dencu, who had been warmly in the 
eppofition, moved that the whole body of the 
Convention walk in proceffion to the State 
houfe, which took place immediately, only 
avery {mall number (about 15) declining. 

It being known that the indifpofition of 
body of his exceilency the Prefident, would 
prevent him from leading the Convention on 
foot, a number of refpeGtable citizens appear- 
ed at the door of the houfe, with an elegant 
carriage, into wh\ch, with the violence of 
ardent affe€tion and honeft enthufiafm, they 
forced his Excellency—and notwithfanding 
his moft earneft folicitations to be permixted 
to proceed in a different manner—they drew 
him in it to the State Houfe—where the 
Convention, having convened in the Repre- 
fentatives’ chamber, voted to attend the De- 
ciaration of the ratification of the Conititu- 
tion—which was done by the High Sheriff of 
the couaty of Suffolk, as follows. 
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she Commenweakh of Ma/Jachdfetts, Feb. 

6, 1788. 

THE Convention having impartially dif- 
cuffed, and fully confidered, the Conftitution 
for the United States of America, reported 
to Congrefs, by the Convention of Delegates 
from the United States of America, and fub- 
mitted to us, by a refolution of the General 
Court of the faid Commonwealth, paffed the 
twenty fifth day of October lat paft; and 
acknowledging with grateful hearts the 
goodnefs of tle fupreme Ruler of the uni- 
verfe, in affording the people of the United 
States, in the courfe of his providence, an 
Opportunity deliberately and peaceably, with- 
out fraud or furprize, of entering into an 
explicit and folemn compa with each other, 
by affenting to, and ratifying a new Confti- 
tution, in order to form a more perfeat un- 
ion, eftablith juftice, infure domeftick tran- 
quillity, provide for the common defence, 
promote the general welfare, and fecure the 
bleffings of liberty to themfelves and their 
pofterity ; do in the name and in behalf of the 
People of the Commonwealth of Maflachu- 
fetts, ASSENT to and RATIFY the faid 
Confitution for the United States of America. 

And as it is the opinion of this Conven- 
tion, that certain amendments and altera- 
tions in the faid Conftitution, would remove 
the fears, and quiet the apprebenfions of 
many of the good people of this Common- 
wealth, and more effectually guard againft an 
undue adminiftration of the federal govern 
ment, the Convention do therefore recom- 
mend, that the following alterations and pro- 
vifions be introduced into the faid Conftitu- 
tion: 

Firft. That it be explicitly declared, that 
all powers, not exprefsly delegated by the a- 
forefaid Conftitution, are referved to the 
feveral States, to be by them ecaercifed. 

Secondly. That there thall be one repre 
fentative toevery thirty thoufand perfons, 
according to the cenfus mentioned in the 
Conftitetion, until the whole numbér of 
the reprefentatives amounts to two hun- 
dred, 

Thirdly. That Congrefs do not exercife 
the powers vefted in them by the 4th fe@. of 
1%, art. butin cafes when a State negle& 
or refule to make regulations therein mene 
tioned, or thall make regulations fubverfive 
of the rights of the people, to a free and ee 
qual reprefentation in Congreie, agreeably 
to the Conftitution. 

Fourthly. That Congrefs do not lay dire® 
taxes, bue when the monies arifing from the 
impof and excife are infufficient for the 
publick exigencies ; nor then, until Congrefs 
thall have firft made a requifition wpon the 
States, to affefs, levy and pay their refpeCtive 
proportions ot fuch requifition, agreeably to 
the cenfus fixed in the faid Conftitution, in 
fuch way and manner as the legiflature ef 
the State thal! think beft—and in fuch cafe, 
if any State thall neglect or refufe to pay ite 
propertion, purfuant to fuch sequifition, 
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then Congrefs may affefsandlevy fuch State's 
proportion, together with interett thereon, at 
the rate of fix per cent. per ann. from the 
time of payment preicribed in fuch requifition. 

Fifthly. That Congrefs erect no ‘company 
of merchants with exclufive advantages of 
¢om merce. 

Sixtbly. That no perfon fhall be tried for 
any crime by which he may incur an infa- 
mous punifhment, or lofs of itfe, until he be 
firtt indiéted by a grand jury, except in 
fuch cafes as may arife in the government 
and regulation of the land and naval forces. 

Seventhly. The fupreme judicial federal 
court fhall have no jurifdi@tion of caules be- 
tween citizens of different States, unlets the 
matter in difpute, whether it concerns the 
reality or perfonality, be of the value of three 
thoufand dollars, at che leaft: Nor fhali the 
federal judicial powers extend to any a¢tions 
between citizens of different States, where 
the matterin difpate, whether it concerns 
the reality or overfonality, is not of the 
value of fifteen hundred doilars, at the leaft. 

Eigbtly. Incivil a@tions, between citizens 
of different States, every ifTue of fact, arif- 
ing in actions at common law, fhall be tried 
by a jury, if the parties, or either of them, 
sequelt it. 

Ninthly, Congrefs that}, at no time, con- 
fent, thet any perfon, holding an office of 
truft or profit, under the United States, hall 
accept of a title of nobuity, or any other 





title or office, from any king, prince, of 
foreign ftate. 

AND the Convention do, in the name and 
in behalf of the people of this Common. 
wealth, enjoin it upon their reprefentatives 
in Congrefs, at all times, until the alterae 
tions and provifions aforefaid have been 
confidered, agreeably to the fifth article of 
the faid Cont: ation, to exert all their influ. 
ence, and ule~ all reafonabie and legal me. 
thods to obtaina ratification of the faid al 
terations and provifions in fuch manner.as is 
provided in the faid article. 

And that the United States in Congrefe 
aflembled may have due notice of the affent 
and ratification of the faid Conftitution by 
this Convention—It is 

RESOLVED, That the affent and ratifi- 
cation aforefaid, be engrofied on parchment, 
together with the recommendation and ine 
junétion aforefaid, and with this refolytion ; 
and that his Excellency JOHN AN- 
COCK, Efquire, Prefident, and the Hon- 
ourable WILLIAM CUSHING, Efquire, 
Viceprefidentot this Convention, tranfmit 
the fame, counterfigned by the Secretary of 
the Convention, under their hands and 
feals, to the Uniced States in Congrefs ailleme 
bied. (Signed)
